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In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642F. 2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In 
re MerckS Co., 800 F. 2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir.1986). 

Accordingly, the combination does not show the claimed conversion between protocols. Nor does it show such a conversion by a 
microcontroller acting in concert with a graphics processor and a tuner. (Remarf, page 3) 

Examiner respecfully disagrees in response: In Kim reference, discloses multiple tuners under control by microprocessor when it receives 
instruction's user through external tuner commands as an IR transmission signal from remote control. It would have been known in the art, 
IR transmitted data from remote control is converted into instruction for operation of components under controlled by microprocessor 
through the bus as a communication interface betwween microprocessor and components. This means the microprocessor converts the 
external tuner command to a first protocol specific to the tuner and transmits the converted external commands to the tuner through the bus 
line. However, Kim fails to disclose a graphics controller to send command which is received from user's input, to microprocessor. In order 
to fix defficiency of Kim, Young discloses a graphics processor [620] connecting to CPU [640] is similar to graphics controller [41] , which is 
connected with CPU [23] of Fig. 1 in specification of the invention. The [620] receives user's command through received interface [670], for 
changing the current viewing channel, the [620] sends this command to CPU [23] as a second protocol, the conversion will happen in CPU 
[23] to convert the second protocol into the same first protocol as described in Kim reference. 

The examiner believes above explanation to prove that Young reference is modified with Kim, this combination shows the claimed 
conversion between protocols. It explicitly shows a conversion by a microcontroller acting in concert with a graphics processor and a tuner 
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
